\What awakens the deadly virus? 


Ra'diation—the chance hit of an 


atomic ray —^ might provide the 
"trigger. Or some chemical poison

fiDr,- Gross has succeeded in fni 
lowing inherited leukemia through 
only a few generations of miqo. 


•But he feels vho theory .explains

stery gland and the strange role it 
plays in cancer of the blood and
